’declares that Greet Britain cannot afford to let the 
conference assume that while Canada and the other 
Dominions are considering themselves first, she it pre¬ 
pared to consider hertelf latt. Hence she must meet 
them on their own ground end in her bargaining be 
actuated primarily by her own interests. Alt this is fair 
‘•enough in vieW of the situation which has been created 
by Mr. Bennett's demands. 

There can be no doubt of whet Mr. Bennett 
Wants. He has bluntly called for a complete change 
of B r iti s h f iscal policy in a ten per cent tariff on 
•foreign imports in order that Canada may have ptef- 
jerenegin thw British market, particularly in wheat and

The British pref¬ 
erence. as given by the late government, already 
has been wiped out in regard to many articles. 
Thus, according to some British newspapers. Great

There are other 
avenues which might be explored with a view to a 
closer commercial connection, the creation of remuner¬ 
ative business and of foundations for its maintenance. 
These include the acquisition of branch factories, 
alliances with Canadian producers, partial manufac¬ 
turing in Canada, investments in supplies of raw ma¬ 
terial or in Canadian enterprises and so on." 

Signs are not wanting, however, that British indus¬ 
trialists and investors are showing increasing interest in 
Canadian opportunities.

ret flying tests at an aerodrome near 
London. The trials have Included, in 
addition to the usual speed and climb 
to great heights, elaborate aerobatic 
manoeuvres of every kind. 

Water-cooled aero tnglnea have en¬ 
countered criticUm because of the 
weight of water which must be carried 
and the vulnerability of a water system 
with pipes and a large radiator m air 
fighting. Altar two years of develop¬ 
ment work the new system, designed 
and developed by the Falrey Aviation 
Company, makers of high performance 
military aircraft, has overcome these 
defects. 

A steam-cooled engine needs very 
much less water. The condenser is 
much smaller than the ordinary water- 
radiator and little damage would be 
don# if the system were pierced by a 
bullet or In some other way. A perfor¬ 
ation would be followed only by the 
eecepe of a thin film of steam or 
water vapour; similar damage to a 
water-cooling system la followed by the 
rapid lose of the water Itself and the 
aircraft la speedily deprived, of all mo¬ 
tive power. 

A further advantage of steam-cool¬ 
ing la that the usual large water- 
radiator la eliminated and the resist¬ 
ance to movement through the air la 
correspondingly reduced. This means 
greater efficiency and leas wasted power.
